One of the hottest fights in the 


whole hot history of the W ar Pro­ 
duction board has been raging back­ 
stage regarding the future alloca­ 
tion of steel to industry. 
It is a fight affecting almost every 


business in the country — large and 
small — and if the big industry boys 
get their way, civilian manufactur­ 
ers will get less m aterial even than 
during 
the 
third 
quarter of this 


year, when we were still fighting a 
two-front u'ar.

This is 
just another way of saying that the 
automobile companies will get it all, 
because they are the biggest peace­ 
time buyers of steel and the steel 
companies naturally like to please 
their best customers.

Their fight inside H P B is be­

plan” should be “ open-ended.” in 
other words, after a steel mill 
has completed its “ must” gov­ 
ernment orders, it can sell what­ 
ever steel is left over lo any­ 
one it wishes.
